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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1-6, 8, 9, 11, 13-18, 20, 21, 23-30, 32, 33, 35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) 
as being anticipated by Ramkumar et al., (U.S. Patent number 6154877). 

3. As per claim 1, Ramkumar et al., teaches (col. 1 1, lines 39-42) a portable checkpointing 
method that provides a mechanism to mark potential checkpoint location, He thus teaches 
limitations pertain to deploying a plurality of application components on a server, determining 
checkpoint information for each application component. As per selectively checkpointing each 
component during execution of each component, according to the checkpoint information for 
each component. He also teaches timer-based control for selective activation of checkpoints (col. 
11, lines 40-44). 

4. As per claim 2, With reference to applying a checkpoint selection heuristic to an 
application component, wherein the checkpoint selection heuristic makes checkpoint selection 
based on a description of one or more methods of the application component. He teaches (col. 
11, lines 32-35), (col. 3, lines 1-5). 

5. As per claim 3, With reference to indicating the checkpoint information with a 
deployment descriptor. He teaches (col. 11, lines 42-44). 
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6. As per claims 4 & 5, With reference to indicating at a component descriptor level 
whether one or more methods in an application component should or should not be 
checkpointed. He teaches (col. 12, lines 33-36). 

7. As per claim 6, With reference to indicating at an application descriptor level whether all 
application components associated with an application should or should not be checkpointed. He 
teaches (col. 11, lines 45-47). 

8. As per claims 8 & 9, With reference to indicating that checkpointing should occur after 
executing a method. He teaches (col. 11, lines 34-36). 

9. As per claim 11, With reference to reactivating an application component in response to a 
server failure. He teaches (col. 23, lines 52-55). 

10. As per claims 13 & 25, Ramkumar substantially teaches the claimed invention as 
disclosed per claim 1 above. He also teaches (col. 11, lines 39-42) a mechanism to mark 
potential checkpoint locations, He thus teaches limitations pertain to deploying a plurality of 
application components on a server, determining checkpoint information for each application 
component. As per selectively checkpointing each component during execution of each 
component, according to the checkpoint information for each component. He also teaches timer- 
based control for selective activation of checkpoints (col. 11, lines 40-44). 

11. As per claim 14, With reference to applying a checkpoint selection heuristic to an 
application component, wherein the checkpoint selection heuristic makes checkpoint selection 
based on a description of one or more methods of the application component. He teaches (col. 
11, lines 32-35), (col. 3, lines 1-5). 
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12. As per claims 15 & 26, With reference to indicating the checkpoint information with a 
deployment descriptor. He teaches (col. 11, lines 42-44). 

13. As per claims 16, 17, 27 & 28, With reference to indicating at a component descriptor 
level whether one or more methods in an application component should or should not be 
checkpointed. He teaches (col. 12, lines 33-36). 

14. As per claims 18, 29, & 30 With reference to indicating at an application descriptor level 
whether all application components associated with an application should or should not be 
checkpointed. He teaches (col. 11, lines 45-47). 

15. As per claims 20, 21, 32 & 33, With reference to indicating that checkpointing should 
occur after executing a method. He teaches (col. 1 1, lines 34-36). 

16. As per claims 23, 24 & 35, With reference to reactivating an application component in 
response to a server failure. He teaches (col. 23, lines 52-55). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

17. Claims 7, 10, 12, 19, 22, 31, 34, 36 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
